The  hospital  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  treatment  of  Deformities 
and  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System.  All  applications  for  admission  as 
house-patients  must  be  made  to  the  Executive  Committee  through  its 
chairman,  the  applicant  having  first  obtained  from  an  attending  phy- 
sician or  surgeon  in  the  department  to  which  the  patient  is  supposed 
to  belong,  a  certificate  that  he  has  examined  the  case,  that  it  is  one 
within  the  scope  of  the  hospital,  that  in  his  judgment  it  can  be  cured 
or  permanently  benefitted  by  proper  treatment,  and  that  for  such 
treatment  it  is  necessary  that  the  case  should  be  in  the  house. 

Patients  when  unable  to  pay  any  part  of  the  cost  of  board  or 
treatment  are  admitted  free,  all  others  are  expected  to  pay  some  por- 
tion of  the  expense,  a  special  rate  being  made  in  each  instance  by  the 
committee,  based  upon  such  infornoation  as  they  can  obtain  ot  the 
circumstances  of  the  applicants.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


JANUARY  1,-1879. 

TO  THE  CONTRIBUTORS 

To-day  we  enter  upon  the  twelfth  year  of  our  work,  and  in  pre- 
senting to  you  our  Eleventh  Annual  Report,  congratulate  you  and  all 
friends  of  the  Institution  upon  the  favorable  results  which  it  exhibits. 

In  common  with  all  other  charities  we  have  suffered  from  diminu- 
tion of  annual  subscriptions,  the  result  of  the  long  continued  depres- 
sion in  business,  but  by  the  strictest  economy  in  every  department  have 
been  enabled  to  keep  our  invested  funds  intact. 

Impressed  with  the  belief  that  in  all  charitable  institutions,  too 
much  care  cannot  be  taken  to  preserve  and  encourage  as  far  as  possi- 
ble the  self  respect  and  independence  of  their  beneficiaries,  the  system 
was  established  some  years  ago  of  requiring  all  house-patients  who 
could  do  so,  to  pay  some  portion  of  the  cost  of  board  and  hospital 
service,  the  amount  to  be  determined  in  each  case  by  a  committee  of 
the  Board  and  depending  upon  the  circumstances  of  the  family.  This 
system  is  still  pursued  and  with  the  most  satisfactory  results,  the  funds 
intrusted  to  us  are  thus  made  to  do  a  more  extended  work,  the  Institu- 
tion has  been  kept  full  during  the  entire  year  and  a  class  in  the  com- 
munity has  been  reached,  unable  to  defray  the  expense  of  private 
treatment  and  yet  not  proper  subjects  for  a  free  hospital.  If  it  were 
in  place  here  to  give  instances,  no  one  could  fail  to  recognize  the  great 
value  of  our  work  in  this  direction  and  with  a  more  liberal  support  on 
the  part  of  the  community,  it  might  be  extended  indefinitely. 

We  have  at  this  time  a  Building  Fund  (so  called,)  amounting  to 
$9,700  securely  invested.  It  is  applicab:e  to  the  enlargement  of  the 
Hospital  either  by  building  or  purchase.  The  subject  of  such  enlarge- 
ment has  been  carefully  considered  by  the  Board  at  various  times 
during  the  past  year,  and  it  is  their  united  judgment  that  it  is  inexpe- 
dient to  make  further  extensions  until  the  Endowment  Fund  has  been 
considerably  increased.    With  the  income  arising  from  this  fund  we 
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were  enabled  however  during  the  summer  to  make  some  necessary 
repairs  to  the  present  Hospital,  including  a  new  roof  to  the  whole 
main  building. 

The  Board  gratefully  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars  from  an  unknown  friend  to  endow  a  free  life  bed  in 
the  name  of  another  friend  of  the  Institution. 

During  the  past  year  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Woman's  Hospital  in  this  city,  by  which  we  receive  from  the  excellent 
Nurse  Training  School  connected  with  that  Institution  some  of  its  best 
nurses,  and  supplement  its  teachings  with  special  instructions  in  the 
care  of  nervous  cases.  Each  nurse  will  remain  with  us  at  least  three 
months,  and  with  the  care  which  will  be  exercised  in  the  future  to 
receive,  only  these  women  who  by  tennperament  and  education  are 
best  qualified  for  this  delicate  service,  we  anticipate  good  results  to 
both  Institutions. 

To  meet  the  increasing  demands  upon  our  already  extensive  and 
varied  electrical  apparatus,  it  has  been  still  further  enlarged  and  im- 
proved and  over  five  thousand  applications  of  electricity  in  its  various 
forms  have  been  made  during  the  year,  all  by  skilled  physicians  or 
under  their  immediate  supervision. 

From  the  Treasurer's  Annual  Report  appended  hereto,  it  will  be 
seen  that  we  were  indebted  to  him  at  the  close  at  the  present  year,  in 
the  sum  of  ^182.83,  this  should  be  paid  off  at  once,  and  the  great 
work  which  the  Institution  has  undertaken  and  continued  so  success- 
fully for  more  than  eleven  years,  should  not  be  permitted  to  flag  for 
a  moment  for  lack  of  funds. 

The  Hospital  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  this  country,  conse- 
quently the  demands  upon  it  are  numerous  and  constantly  increasing. 
We  desire  also  to  be  able  to  assist  patients  in  the  department  for 
deformities  to  a  greater  extent  than  has  been  possible  of  late  in  the 
purchase  of  necessary  mechanical  appliances.  To  our  former  con- 
tributors, and  to  all  friends  of  the  Hospital  and  of  humanity,  we 
therefore  appeal  with  confidence  for  such  early  aid  as  their  circum- 
stances and  sympathies  v^^ill  warrant.

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ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

The  hospital  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  treatment  of  Deformities 
and  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System.  All  applications  for  admission  as 
house-patients  must  be  made  to  the  Executive  Committee  through  its 
chairman,  the  applicant  having  first  obtained  from  an  attending  phy- 
sician or  surgeon  in  the  department  to  which  the  patient  is  supposed 
to  belong,  a  certificate  that  he  has  examined  the  case,  that  it  is  one 
within  the  scope  of  the  hospital,  that  in  his  judgment  it  can  be  cured 
or  permanently  benefitted  by  proper  treatment,  and  that  for  such 
treatment  it  is  necessary  that  the  case  should  be  in  the  house. 

Patients  when  unable  to  pay  any  part  of  the  cost  of  board  or 
treatment  are  admitted  free,  so  far  as  the  funds  placed  at  our  disposal 
will  permit,  all  others  are  expected  to  pay  some  portion  of  the  expense, 
a  special  rate  being  made  in  each  instance  by  the  committee,  based 
upon  such  information  as  they  can  obtain  of  the  circumstances  of 
the  applicants.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

JANUARY  1,-1880. 

TO  THE  CONTRIBUTORS 

With  the  close  of  the  twelfth  year  of  our  existence  as  a  hospital 
we  present  to  you  the  usual  statistical  report  of  the  work  accompUshed 
in  both  departments.  From  it  you  will  see  that  in  all,  1428  old  and 
628  new  cases  have  been  treated  during  the  year,  of  which  95  were 
admitted  to  the  wards  of  the  hospital,  there  have  been  82  surgical 
operations  for  the  division  of  tendons,  etc.,  98  pieces  of  mechanical 
apparatus  were  made  and  adjusted,  and  there  were  2166  applications 
of  electricity. 

It  being  the  aim  of  our  institution  to  confine  its  service  to  those 
cases  within  its  scope,  for  which  there  is  no  adequate  provision  in  any 
of  our  general  hospitals,  the  proportion  of  grave  cases  coming  under 
our  care  steadily  increases,  especially  in  the  Department  for  Nervous 
Diseases,  and  with  it  there  is  a  proportionate  increase  in  the  average 
length  of  time  the  patients  remain  in  the  house.  To  this  is  due  the 
fact  that  while  our  work  was  much  heavier  last  year  than  ever  before, 
the  number  of  distinct  cases  admitted  to  our  wards  during  the  year 
was  one  less  than  in  1878. 

The  year  has  brought  to  us  favorable  reports  from  a  large  number 
of  cases  treated  in  the  past,  many  of  them  from  distant  points, 
strengthening  our  confidence  in  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

Impressed  with  the  belief  that  in  aU  charitable  institutions,  too 
much  care  cannot  be  taken  to  preserve  and  encourage  as  far  as  possi- 
ble the  self  respect  and  independence  of  their  beneficiaries,  the  system 
was  established  some  years  ago  of  requiring  all  house-patients  who 
could  do  so,  to  pay  some  portion  of  the  cost  of  board  and  hospital 
service,  the  amount  to  be  determined  in  each  case  by  a  committee  of 
the  Board  and  depending  upon  the  circumstances  of  the  family.  This 
S3'stem  is  still  pursued  and  with  the  most  satisfactory  results,  the  funds 
intrusted  to  us  are  thus  made  to  do  a  more  extended  work,  and  a 
class  in  the  community  is  reached,  unable  to  defray  the  expense  of 


private  treatment  and  yet  not  proper  subjects  for  a  free  hospital. 

The  "  Building  Fund  "  referred  to  in  our  last  report  has  not  been 
increased  during  the  year.  It  amounts  to  $g,joo  and  is  securely 
invested.  The  income  with  the  assent  of  the  donors  is  applied  to  the 
repairs  and  improvements  of  the  hospital  property. 

In  November  last  the  funds  available  for  general  purposes  having 
become  exhausted  and  the  appeals  to  us  for  admission  from  deserving 
cases  being  unusually  numerous,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  issue  a 
special  appeal  to  our  friends  for  aid  in  this  emergency.  Their  prompt 
response  which  enabled  us  to  continue  our  work  without  interruption 
is  gratefully  acknowledged.  We  would  at  the  same  time  thank  all 
those  who  have  during  the  year  furnished  us  with  substantial  tokens  of 
their  approval.  All  these  contributions  are  recorded  in  another  part 
of  this  report. 

In  placing  the  results  of  the  year  before  you,  the  Board  earnestly 
hopes  that  with  the  revival  of  business  and  the  return  of  prosperity 
generally,  our  former  contributors  and  others  may  feel  disposed  to  aid 
us  still  further  in  extending  the  usefulness  of  the  institution.

The  hospital  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  treatment  of  Deformities 
and  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System.  All  applications  for  adniission 
as  house-patients,  must  be  made  to  the  Executive  Committee  through 
its  chairman,  the  applicant  having  first  obtained  from  an  attending 
physician  or  surgeon  in  the  department  to  which  the  patient  is  supposed 
to  belong,  a  certificate  that  he  has  examined  the  case,  that  it  is  one 
within  the  scope  of  the  hospital,  that  in  his  judgment  it  can  be  cured 
or  permanently  benefited  by  proper  treatment,  and  that  for  such 
treatment  it  is  necessary  that  the  case  should  be  in  the  house. 

Patients  when  unable  to  pay  any  part  of  the  cost  of  board  or  treat- 
ment are  admitted  free,  so  far  as  the  funds  placed  at  our  disposal  will 
permit,  all  others'are  expected  to  pay  some  portion  of  the  expense,  a 
special  rate  being  made  in  each  instance  by  the  committee,  based  upon 
such  information  as  they  can  obtain  of  the  circumstances  of  the  appli- 
cants.        ■  .

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


JANUARY  1—1881. 

TO  THE  CONTRIBUTORS 

Thirteen  years  have  passed  since  a  few  citizens  impressed  with  the 
imperative  need  which  existed  in  the  community  for  such  an  institu- 
tion, organized  the  Philadelphia  Orthopcedic  Hospital.  Each  year 
as  it  passes,  brings  to  the  managers  fresh  proofs  of  the  wisdom  of 
establishing  this  hospital,  and  of  extending  its  sphere  of  usefulness, 
three  years  later,  as  an  Infirmary  for  Nervous  Diseases.  In  present- 
ing herewith  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  our  work,  it  is  with  a 
feeling  of  satisfaction  at  the  results  shown,  llie  number  of  cases 
treated  at  our  daily  service  for  out-door  patients,  is  somewhat  less 
than  in  1879,  owing  to  the  inclement  weather  of  the  past  two  months, 
which  has  interfered  greatly  with  out  of  door  movements  on  the  part 
of  the  crippled  and  the  paralysed.  Of  house  patients,  we  have  had  an 
increase  in  both  departments,  many  of  the  cases  have  been  of  an 
especially  interesting  character  and  the  resuhs  favorable. 

To  make  our  electrical  service  for  out-patients  still  more  perfect, 
we  have,  during  the  year,  assigned  that  work  to  one  special  Assistant 
Physician,  who  will  be  known  hereafter  as  the  Medieal  Electrician. 

The  prompt  response  to  our  appeal,  made  in  November,  1879,  '""as 
enabled  us  during  the  year  just  closed,  to  receive  a  larger  proportion 
of  free  cases  than  were  before,  though  the  system  referred  to  in  the 
following  extract  from  our  last  report,  is  still  rigidly  adhered  to  : 

"  Impressed  with  the  belief  that  in  all  charitable  institutions,  too 
much  care  cannot  be  taken  to  preserve  and  encourage,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, the  self-respect  and  independence  of  their  beneficiaries,  the 
system  was  established  in  this  hospital  some  years  ago  of  requiring  all 
house-patients  who  could  do  so,  to  pay  some  portion  of  the  cost  of  board 
and  hospital  service,  the  amount  to  be  determined  in  each  case  by  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  and  depending  upon  the  circumstances  of  the  family. 
This  system  is  still  pursued  and  with  the  most  satisfactory  results,  the 
funds  intrusted  to  us  are  thus  made  to  do  a  more  extended  work,  and 
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a  class  in  the  community  is  reached,  unable  to  defray  the  expense  of 
private  treatment,  and  yet  not  proper  subjects  for  a  free  hospital." 

The  contributions  of  our  friends,  received  during  the  year,  will  be 
found  acknowledged  in  another  place.  To  each  and  all,  the  Board 
Avould  extend  its  thanks  for  these  continued  marks  of  confidence. 
We  would  also  especially  acknowledge  the  generous  act  of  our  towns- 
man, William  H.  Hamilton,  Esq.,  in  endowing  a  free  bed  in  the 
Department  of  Dlervous  Diseases,  and  of  Mrs.  C.  G.  Armour,  of 
Chicago,  in  endowing  a  like  bed,  in  the  Children's  Ward,  in  memory 
of  her  deceased  son,  Gurnee  Armour.
